NAZI PLANES 
BLITZED 
GERMANTOWN 


Col 1c, Dee. 17.—-The first 
“blitz 4’ of an ‘open town in 
the w - in the west in 1940 was 
earricd out by German planes, 
and their target was a German 
town, according to the Cologne 
paper, Rheinische Zeitung. 

The date of the attack was May 
10, 1940.. when the German armles 
began their adyance into Belgium 
and  Hotland. The target = was 
Freiburg, In the Black Forest near 
the French frontier, Fifty-seven 
people were killed. 

Nazi propaganda used the attack as 
an excuse fer ‘subsequent blitzes on 
hundreds. of Dutch. Belgian and 
French towns. | , 

At that) time, the British radia 
announced that no British or. French 
planes had been near Freiburg, ul 
the lime of the attack. 7 
_ The Rheinische Zeitung bases ita 
Tevelations on a statement made by 
a former .concentration camp 
prisoner, who says that Colonel- 
General Halder had told her in the 
camp that German planes had made 
the attack, In which 11 children lost 
their lives. 

Other reports say that Halder, 
former Chicf of the Army General 
Command and now held in a -civi- 
lian internment camp near Mar- 
burg, had-mnde the statement alleg- 
ing that the counter-esplonage chief, 
Admiral Canaris, had told ‘him the 
facts of the case. : 

Official Statement 

Halder’s allegations caused the 
town authorities in Freiburg to 
make a close investigation of the 
circumstances and the Government 
of Baden has issued a statement, 
declaring: “At the beginning of the 
war in the west, Hitler wished to 
launch a series of terror attacks 
against French towns in order to 
shock France into surrender, 
__“He. felt, however, that this_might_ 
lead to criticism, especially as he 
himself had denounced the bomb- 
ing of open towns during the Polish 
campaign in the previous year, 

“To free himself of the accusa- 
tion that he was breaking his word, 
he had to make it look as if the 
enemy had taken the first step. 

“For this purpose, Freiburg sce:m- 
ed particularly well placed, since
